oꝛ hearts of our tommon enemies, the ene⸗ 
mies of Truth and Peace: If they had either 
feared God oꝛ regarded men, oꝛ ytelded to 
dur Impoꝛtunities, ne had not after ſo maz 
ny Petitions, Declarations and Remons 
ſtrantes as have filled all mens eares and 
hands, been put to this neceflity of a neo 
Declaration (Which therefore mull be more 
patheticke and preffing then any of the fox 
mer: ) Noꝛ after fo many troubles and (uffe- 
rings of the Kingdome of Scotland, after 
the deſolation of the Kingdome of Ireland, 
and after fo much blood, and fo many unna⸗ 
turall Tragedies in the Kingdome of Eng- 
land, hadꝭidle been redacted to this pꝛeſent con 
dition and joynt poſture of Armes; the Lo 
whole tounſels are a great depth, and who 
ts righteous in all his waies, and holy in 
all his woꝛkes, bath jul caule of contro verſie 
againſt us and this whole Bland, But 
who would habe beleebed that our Religion, 
Liberties, and Lawes which foꝛ fo * a? 
ime.

time habt endured oppofition and Allaülts 
of fowaigne pawer, enbying our happineſle, 
would have been oppoled, oppꝛeſled and trod 
under foot by the craft and cruelty of our 
owne Patibes and Countrey men? 

In this our extremity, firſt of all Me De- 
tlare, that Me plate not dur confidence in our 
owne tounſels and ſtrength, but our confi: 
dence is in God Almighty the Lord of Holts, 
who will not leave noꝛz foxlake his people; 
It is his owne Truth and Caule which we 
maintaine with all the Kefoꝛmed Churches, 
and which hath been witnelled and feated 
by the teſtunony, ſufferings, and blood of ſo 
many Confellours and Martyꝛs againſt the 
Hereſie, Superſtition, and Tyꝛannp of Anti⸗ 
chꝛilt: the glop of his otone Name, the exal⸗ 
tation of the Kingdome ot his Sonne, and 
the pꝛeler vation of his Church, and ot this 
Whole Illand from utter ruine and devbaſta⸗ 
tion is dur aime, and the end which we habe 
_ before our epes, His Cobenant habe we in 
both Nations ſolemnly Mow and ſubſtribed. 
which he would not have put in our hearts 
to doe, if he had been minded to deſtroy us; 
The many pꝛapers and (upplications 1 
0 thele 
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thele many peeres pat, but efpeciallp of late 
Habe been offered np with faſting and humi⸗ 
liation, and with trong crying and teares, 
unto hun that is able to deliver and ſave us, 
are a (eed which pꝛomiſe unto us a plentifull 
Haͤrbeſt of comfort and happmeſſe; and the 
Apoſtaty, Atheiline, Idolatry, Blaſphemies, 
Pꝛophanenelſe, Cruelty, Exteſſe, æ open mot⸗ 
king of all Godlineſle and Honeſty, habe fil⸗ 
led the cup of our Adverlaries to the bm, 
and thꝛeaten their ſpeedy and fearekull de⸗ 
ſtruction, unleſſe it be pꝛevented by {neh ere 
traoꝛdinary repentante, as ſeemeth not pet to 
have entered into their hearts. 8 

Upon theſe and the like grounds and con⸗ 
liderations, being confident that this warre 
Wherein both Pations note firinelp united 
are ſo Deeplp engaged, is of God; e reſolbe 
with courage and conſtanty unto the end, to 
dot dur part; and the Loꝛd who Hath ſtirred 
up our ſpirits, diſplaped his Banner before. 
us, and giben the Alarm, doe that which fee 
meth hum good. | 


Sttondly, although every man is to hope 
foꝛ the pꝛincipall reward of his ler vice ran

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God, who rewards eberp one attoꝛding to his 
woꝛks pet We finde dur lelves bound in conte 
ence and equity to Declare, that beſides thoſe 
Who habe the publique faith ingaged to thein 
foꝛ their ſecurity, ſuch as ſince the begmning 
have done valiantly, and dealt faithtullyp in 
this Caule, and fuch as have cholen rather to 
fuffer the (popling of their Goods, then to al 
‘fil the Enemp, oꝛ to take Armes ag ainſt their 
Religion and Countrep, and ſhall continue 
conſtant iu the ſamt courte of doing oꝛ ſuffe⸗ 
ring unto the end, Mall be accoꝛding to their 
Merits taken into publique Notice and Con⸗ 
ſideration, their loſſes (fo far as may be) re⸗ 
paired, and themſelbes Honotived and rewar⸗ 
Ded by ſuch meanes and waies, as we trüſt, 
God in his pꝛovidence Hall afford, and the 
Parliaments oꝛ Eſtates of the two Bing: 
domes reſpectivelp all in their WMiſdome, 
Juſtice and Thankfulneſſe judge moſt con⸗ 
Venient; ſothat no man who hath been emi⸗ 


nent in action, o2 bath fuffered any notable 


loſſe foꝛ the publique, Mall be neglelted o2

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Thirdly, although Hewtrality and indiffe⸗ 
renty in the time of the danger of Religion be 
A thing deteſtable to God, Who Willeth all 
Chuſtians tarneſtly to contend foꝛ the Truth, 
and {uch as habe been Peutraliſts oz indit⸗ 
ferent in the times of tivill dibiſion and dan⸗ 
ger of the Common⸗ wealth, have been in all 
Nations {eberelp puniſhed as pernitious € 
publique enemies: pet that the tonſciences of 
all men may be the moꝛe tonvinted, x all pres 
texts removed, Ide gibe now Publique War- 
ning fo {ach perſons to reſt no longer upon 
their Hewtrality, o2 to pleaſe themſelbes 
With the naughty and flothfall pꝛetert of Bus 
differenty, but that they addꝛeſſe themlelbes 
ſpeedily to take the Covenant, and joyne Wi 
all their power in the defence of this Caule 
againſt the tommon Enemie, and by their 
scale and foꝛwardneſſe hereafter to make up 
what hath been wanting though their luke⸗ 
Warmnelle; this they will finde to be their 
ꝗreateſt wildome and lafety; other wiſe Me 
dot Declare them to be publique Enemies to 
the Keligion and Country, and that they art 
bo be tenſured and puniſhed as pꝛofeld Adber⸗ 

ſaries and Malignants. 
| Fourthly, 
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Fourthly, Betaule a great many of the mul⸗ 
titude ol the people, upon ignoꝛant Miſtake⸗ 
ings, kalle Infozmations, and Threats, oꝛ 
TCompuldous, against their wills and inclina⸗ 
tion, have beene mduced oꝛ couſtramed to 
joyne in Armes with the Enemies againſt 
their Religion and Native Country; Cee doe 
Declare, chat all common Souldiers, who up⸗ 
on the humble acknowledgement of their foꝛ⸗ 
mer Erroꝛs, Hall offer themlelves willingly 
and ſperdily to take the Covenant, and ſhall 
joyne heartily and really in the dekence of this 
Caule, as becommeth good Cheiftians and 
lovers of their Country, ſhall be krebly accep⸗ 
ted into the Covenant, and their former Erroꝛ 


pata by otherwile iet the expect the puniſh⸗ 


ment of Wilfull Delinquents and Malig⸗ 


Fikthly, Betauſe fome of the Stottiſh paz 
tion, upon their owne pꝛivate relpetts, oꝛ up⸗ 
on ſpecious pꝛetences and fatre perlwalions, 
habe joyned themſelves in Armes with the 
Popiſh, Pꝛelaticall, and Malignant party, 
| again the Parliament and Kingdome of Eng- 

land, and not conlidering the nature of the 
1 .

Cauſe in which they have beene engaged, noꝛ 
the Deeps intereſt of the Church and Kingdom 
of Scotland, upon Which this Marre was to 
turne in the end, habe beene lighting againtt 
their owne Religion and native Kingdome; 
Mee doe therekoze againe Warne ait fuch, of 

whatſoever quality, and in whatloever place, 
Epeedilp to withdꝛaw themlelves from that 
Faction, to conkeſſe their miſtakes, and to joyne 
in the Covenant and Caule of God in both 
Bingdomes before the firſt day of March next, 
otherwile Tee Declare, in the behalke of the 
King dome of England, that they are to expett 
no fabour, but are to be uled as delperate Ma⸗ 
lignants And ee Declare in behalfe of the 
King dome of Scorland, ik they either continue 
in Armes after the foꝛelaid firſt dayof March, 
O2 withhold their helpe and aſliſtance from 
their Matibe Country in the tune of trouble 
and danger, they are to be cenlured and punich⸗ 
edas publique Enemies to their Religion and 


Country, perfidious tranlgreſſoꝛs of their 
Nationall Covenant, and their Eſtates diſpo⸗ 

ed ok foꝛ the ule of the Publique. . 
Sirthly, Wecauſe there are divers Noble⸗ 


Ke 

men, Knights, Gentlemen, Cittzens, and o⸗ 
thers, who by foꝛlaking oꝛ delerting the par 
liament ot England, and by joyning themſelbes 
to the Enemies of Religion, his Majeſties 
happineſle and Peate of (he Kingdomes, have 
made the Diviſion greater, and the Bꝛeacheg 
wider betwirt the King and his arliament, 
and thereby contrary to the duty of their pla⸗ 
tes and callings, habe beene the caule of the 
ſhedding of much innocent Wind, of great 
Loſſes, and of many Mileries and dangers, to 
the Publique of bah Aingdomes, and of the 
Sufferimgs of pꝛibate men in their Eſtates, 
and Lives, and pet are not to be reckoned a⸗ 
mongſt the paime Authors of this unnaturall 
Carre, noꝛ am igſt the malicious and delpe⸗ 
rate Enemies of their Religion and Country: 
Met doe Declare, That ali fuch koꝛſaking 
their former Oppoſition, returning to their 
duty, and indeavouring the good of Religion 
and the publique Peace, ſhall, as to their lives 
and liberties of their perlons, be ſecured, and 
ſhall be received into favour: But to the end, 
that a juſt difference may be made bet wirt / ſuch 
perfons returning lo late to their duty, and

hole that never Departed from it; they muſt 
expect that toward the payment of the publique 


Sebts, relieving the common Burdens of the 


Kingdomes, and repairing. ok particular 
Loſſes; All which in a great part habe beene 
contracted and luſtained by their dekault oꝛ 


pꝛocurement: Their Eſtates in ſome pꝛopoꝛti⸗ 


ons fhould be ipabie, and that as the wiedome 
and dilcretion of the Parliament, oꝛ of luch as 
ſhall be authoꝛized by them, (who will be as 
carefull to pꝛevent their ru ine as to puniſh their 
Melinquencies Ma lind c judge to be neceflauy 
koꝛ that end. 

UAherem allo, the time of their returning 
and offering themlelbes, the reality of their 
aſfections and intentions, and readinelſe to 
ſoyne in the common Caule, and Covenant, 

wilkbe taken into ſpectall conſideratton. And 
in cale they perſiſt in their Oppolition, and 
ſhall not returne befeze the firſt day of March 


next, they are not to crpertfabour , but thal 
be puniſhed as publique Enemies fo their a

Sebenthiy, wWeeauk Papiſts nd Popich a 


_ Reculants, Urn g to the pꝛinciples of apse ‘i 
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Pꝛofeſſion, habe ever beene plotting and cone 
try ving the change of Religion in this Iſland, 
and the Ruine of all the Pꝛofeſſoꝛs thereof: 
And after the Fruſtration of their Attempts, 
habing waited upon luch a time as this, have 
alienated the Heart of the Kings Majeſtie 


krom his Pꝛoteſtant and Topal Subjects, 


taken Armes againſt the Parliament c King⸗ 
dom, and by all their meanes and power, have 
maintained a Vloody and unnaturall TTarre, 
pꝛeluming in the end to have their execrable 
Superſtition and Jdolatiy let up in the place 
of the true Reformed Neligion, and the Bing 
and his Kingdomes to be brought under the 
Polber and Tyrannp of the Pope : Cee doe 
hereby Declare, That all luch Papiſts and 
Popiſh KRetuſants, who have beene, now are, 
o ſhall be actually in Armes; under the falle 
pretence of defending the Kings Perſon and 
Authoꝛitp, are to looke foꝛ no fabour, but to be 
puniſhed as Traytoꝛs, and peofelld and in⸗ 
tolerable Enemies of Religion and their a= 
tibe Country. The fame Declaration Nuk ale 
lo make ag ainſt all ſuch Frith Webetis; whe⸗ 
ther Papiſts oꝛ others, who habe come over 
5 3 from 
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from Ireland, and aſliſted in this Marre az 
Fa the Parliament, and King dome of Eng⸗ 
and. 

And Lattiy , Wecaule there are ſome few 
wicked ct diveliſh Spirits of both Kingdoms. 
who have kindled and fomented the Fire of 
Diviſion and Marre bet wirt the King and his 
Parliament, oꝛ habe mifgoberned his Maje⸗ 
ſties Counſells and Courles to his olvne dil⸗ 
honour, and to the deſtruction of his loving and 
dutifull Subjects, oꝛ have infuled Malignan⸗ 
cie in others, oꝛ habe beene reſtleſſe and active 
Inſtruments ot the Troubles and Mileries 
Of his Mqheſties Dominions. 

Mee doe Declare, concerning thole who 
are oꝛ ſhall be found by the Supꝛeame Judi⸗ 
catoꝛies of the King domes reſpectively, oꝛ their 
Committees appoynted foꝛ that effect, to be 
fuch, That as the Conſcience of their owne 
bad Delerbings hath made them to defpaire 
of fabour, and thereby unceflantip to woꝛke 
moze and moze miſchiefe againſt their Religion 
and ative Country, ſo are they to look toꝛ tue 
Execution of Juſtice, as is due to Traptoꝛs 
and Enemies of Religion, of the King, om 


a? 
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his Hmadomes, for Terroꝛ and Example to 
others, in all times to come. ; 
And it is further now Declared, That the 
whole Eſtates, reall and perlonall, moveable, 
and Inheritance of thole that ſhall not come in 
at the times befoze limited in the Sixth Arti- 
cle, and of the perfons before evcepted from 
Pardon, (as ot Papiſts in Armes, Frith Re- 
bells, and thole who Mall be found to come 
— 5 the compaſle of the pꝛecedent Article) 
ſhall be forfeited and imployed fo2 paying the 
Publique Debts, relieving the common Wur⸗ 
dengof the Kingdomes and repairing of par- 
ticular Lofts. 

And this Deelavation Cue make, not 
from any pꝛelumption 02 vaine⸗gloꝛying in 
the ſtrength of our Armies and Foꝛces, 
but from the lente of that duty which is re⸗ 
quired, and expected krom the high plates and 
publique relations wherein we ſtand, and from 
the affurance Mee have of the alliſtance of 
SGod, by whole pꝛovidence the truſt and ſafetv 
pf thele Ringdomes is put in our hands at 

this time, having after long and grave con⸗ 
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dutation; vefoiben aud detrerd neber to lay 
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downe Armes till Truth and Peace by the 
bieffing of God be “ayn this Illand upona 
firme foundation foꝛ the pꝛeſent and kuture 
Generations, which ſhall be eſtermed of Us an 
abundant reward of all that cler can s 
luffer in . Cauſe. 
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
